All the soils. except E have an} 
acid reactich and for the satisfac- 
| tory growth of most crops “this 
condition needs, correcting by the 
addition of lime ‘or ground lime-. 
stone. Groundnuts and other 
leguminous: crops in particular 
need an‘abundant supply of lime 
and prefer a soi} having a neutral 
or alkaline reaction. Fruit: trees. 
also- usually thrive best on a non- 
“deid ‘soil. The acidity of the soils 
combined with the high annual 
rainfall renders them not . very 
promising for cultivation on. a 
large scale. It is stated that pine 
trees are growing on most of the 
uncultivated -land .from ‘which 
‘samples'were taken, and it may be 
remarked that these trees usually 
thrive well'on acid soils. 

For most ordinary crops, the 
chief need of these soils, except 
sample E; is for heavy applications: 
Of lime, followed in’ most cases by 
a phosphatic manure. Of the un- 
cultivated soils, sample D appears 
to be the most promising, while 
samples, B, C, G and H_ would 
probably need extensive manuring, 
to be of much use for crops.

MEDICAL EVIDENCE OF 
- ABNORMALI'r 2, 


* The trial. of Kung Mef for, the 
murder of Wu Tsoi-moi in a board- 
ing house in Connaught Road 
West opened at:the Crjminal .Sea- 
sions betore His Lordship .the 
Chief Justice yesterday afternoon. 
Accused, who was defended by Mr. 
Leo d’Almada junr., instructed by 
Mr, -F. C. E. Rendall, * entered a. 
plea of not guilty. - ; 

The ense for the Crown ‘was 
conducted by Mr. Somerset Fitzroy 
who explained that the accused ar- 
ied from ‘SIngapore on August 
26 and lodged at a boarding house.

The prisoner also received treat- 
ment in hospital for a wound in 
the thraat. 

"Dr. G. H.: Thomas, of the Gov 
fernment Civil Hospital, aaid the 
accused was admitted to hospital

neck about five or six inches in 
length. ‘tne wound was quite 
superficial and. therefore: not
